THE FRUIT-GROWERS’ CONVENTION. 
The Fruit-Growers’ Convention at San 
Jose is a kind of meeting which produces 
good results. The business of fruit grow­ 
ing in California is very greatly indebted 
to the energy and sagacity of a few men, 
foremost among whom is our honored fel­ 
low citizen, Matthew Cooke. He and his 
disciples have done more to solve the diffi­ 
cult problem of protection against the 
various insect enemies of fruit, than has 
been done in any other State in the Union ; 
perhaps more than has been done anywhere 
else in the world. Through the same en­ 
ergetic agency legislation has been had to 
support and enforce the conclusions of 
science. I’rovision has been made for a 
quarantine system, and for a system cf dis­ 
infection. Over this last many stubborn 
battles have been fought. It has been 
found very haid to overcome the obstinate 
selfishness with which some men have 
sought to insist upon their right to propa­ 
gate insect pests. The opposition of Lu=k 
&. Co. has given the Horticultural Commis­ 
sion much trouble. The Commission, in 
fact, has encountered the most formidable 
obstacles precisely wLere they had most 
right 
to 
expect 
cordial co-opera­ 
tion. 
But they have succeeded in 
convincing the majority of the fruit-grow­ 
ers that the most stringent precaution.! are 
necessary to prevent infection, and that it 
Is useless to apply remedies in the orchard 
so long as the vehicles of transportation 
may be made lo spread the pests broad- 
coast. The worst difficulties, moreover, 
have, it is hoped, been overcome. The 
fruit-growing interest has been educated 
up to the poiut of acquiescence in the pre­ 
cautionary meiliois proposed. The bene­ 
fit which that iuterest will deriva from the 
labors of Mr. Cooke and bis helpers is in­ 
calculable. But it is already rprareut that 
t ey have saved California fruit-growing 
from the ruin that threatened it, and that 
they have so enlarged knowledge concerning 
the treatment of insect pcst3 that no «eri- 
ous cr general losses lrom that source are 
to be apprehended hereafter. In this mat­ 
ter, however, it must be never forgotten 
that eternal vigilance is the price of im 
Inanity from insect pests. 


The New York Evening Post, discussing 
the recent elections, expresses the opinion 
that “ the Republican party, after this 
“ crushing defeat, brought about by its 
“ own members, cannot be put upon its 
“ feet again the same as it was before. 
“ The old Republican party, with that or- 
“ ganization and those methods which met 
“ with so fearful a vc-rdict of condemna- 
“ tion at the polls, is simply dead and can- 
“ not be revived. * * * It the party 
“ tries to become again just what it was 
“ before, it will not have strength enough 
“ to form a respectable opposition to the 
“ Ueinocrats in power. To live it must 
“ change its spirit as well as its organiza- 
“ tion.” And tho same journal says fur­ 
ther cn : “ What is needed and whst the 
“ people demand is a party with new aspi- 
“ rations and aims, as well aB with a new 
“ organization : a party in good faith 
“ throwing off the evil tendencies of the 
“ spoils system, with all that it implies ; a 
“ party which will take up the living 
“ questions of the day upon their owd 
“ proper merits, with the honest purpose 
“ of eolving them, instead of treating 
“ them with an eye to political capital; a 
“ party which faithfully serves the public 
“ welfare instead of the good of its polit- 
“ ical members and the selfish ambition of 
“ its leaders.” Granting the truth of all 
this, does not the Post's reasoning inevi­ 
tably point to the formation of a new 
party, rather than to the patching up of 
the old one ? When we begin to talk of 
changing the spirit as well S3 the organiza­ 
tion of a party, it is as well to understand 
what we mean. It must first be decided 
whether so radical and comprehensive a 
cfcaDge is practicable; whether in fact it 
would not amount to changing the party 
altogether. 
The spirit and organization of a party 
represent the character, methods and aims 
of the men who control the party. At 
present it is clear that the character, 
methods and aims of the men who control 
the Republican party have ceased to satisfy 
the party at large. The latter has in fact 
dropped away and left the leaders stand­ 
ing alone. l*ractically, therefore, the Re­ 
publican party is in a state of disintegra­ 
tion. It has repudiated the spirit and or­ 
ganization which for man}' years have 
characterized it. The question is whether 
it can reorganiza aa the Republican party, 
aud this of course includes the question 
whether it is worth while to make the at­ 
tempt. If we turn to the past for enlight­ 
enment, we do not find any instance of the 
reorganization of a party after it has sus­ 
tained so crushing a defeat. The Federáis 
and the Whigs simply dissolved when they 
had been in like manner condemned. The 
elements which had composed them were 
never rallied again under the old banners. 
New issues brought new organizations and 
new men to tho front. Is there any rea­ 
son why the same thing should not happen 
in this case ? 
If, again, we examine the requirements 
stated by the Post for a reorganized Re­ 
publican party, we shall find that it would 
be more difficult to obtain them through 
the old organization than through a new 
one. For it cannot be taken for granted 
that the Republican “ Bossos” are pre­ 
pared to surrender unconditionally even 
now. They may even be expected to cast 
about for explanations of the late reverses 
which will not implicate themselves. As 
we showed yesterday, Jay Hubbell has 
already taken this line, and no doubt the 
majority of his associates will do the same. 
It must, therefore, be understood that ail 
attempts to reorganize the Republican 
party will involve a great deal of friction, 
and it is a serious question whether it is 
worth while to encounter this friction. On 
the other hand it is clear that the ground 
has already been prepared for the forma­ 
tion of a new party. The dissatisfied Re­ 
publican elements are in precisely the 
most favorable condition to form other 
associations and combinations. The in­ 
fluences which gave them coherence have 
ceased to operate. They are free political 
atoms, and whereas they now experience 
a repulsion from the old organization, they 
are naturally disposed to harmonize under 
a new form. 
Tho moat fatal symptom of Republican­ 
ism to-day is its absolute dearth of issues. 
Yet it is plain that there are questions of 
great importance before the people, and it 
is also plain that the Republican party has 
been afraid to adopt these questions and to 
deal with them, because they involved re­ 
form, and because reform was incompatible 
with the policy of the leaders. The aboli­ 
tion of the spoils system and the reform of 
the civil service are demanded by the 
people. But the Republican party is or- 
ganiz;d on the basis of the maintenance of 
the Bpoils system, and how, then, can it 
take the popular side? As we have ob­ 
served before, to bring the party to do this 
would be to re create i t ; and parties are 
not re-ereated. There is no prominent 
element in the Republican party which can 
be looked to for relief in such a matter. 
Nothing, for example, could be gained by 
seeking to substitute the Blaine wing for 
the “ Stalwart” wing, for the political 
methods of both are the same, and genuine 
reform would be equally obnoxious to both 
What, then, can be done? To that ques­ 
tion we may reply that when the time is 
ripe for the birth of a new party, it always 
comes into existence naturally and spon­ 
taneously, and that if a new party is about 
to be born now we need not trouble our­ 
selves at all about the how and the where. 
In all probability a potent agency in the 
development of such an organization will 
be the obviouB difficulties surrounding anv 
project for the rehabilitation of the Repub­ 
lican party. The desirability of starting 
with a clean record, moreover, cannot be 
overlocked. At present the glories of the 
Republican party have been completely ob­ 
scure?. 
“ Bjssism” has corrupted the 
organization throughout. 
Now, a new 
party, starting with the enthusiasm of re­ 
form, cannot desire to be mixed in any 
way with the memories of the abnsea to 
which it is opposed. It carries a virgin 
shield, and it will paint no device upon it 
until it has achieved something worthy of 
commemoration. It is indeed possible that 
the Republican party may struggle on until 
the next Presidential election. Tae hope 
of a “ reaction” may have that effect. 
But if, as seems probable now, the election 
of 1SS4 should go the same way as that of 
1SS2, assuredly there will be no more talk 
of reviving the spirit of the old organiza­ 
tion. It is, however, possible that the 
new party may come into existence 
before that time, in which case we should 
expect that it would carry tfce country 
in 18S4 against both the old parties. For 
however effete and corrupt ths Republican 
organization may be, there cin be no doubt 
that the Democracy is to the fu’l as rotter, 
and as incapable of regeneration. If, there­ 
fore, a fresh young party, possessing all 
the courage of its convictions, keen enough 
to interpret public opinion, free from en­ 
tangling conditions, innocent of spoils 
manipulation, ardent for reform, should 
spring into the political arena, we are con­ 


vinced that Republicanism and Democracy 
would both go down before its onset. And 
this is tho most probable contingency at 
present. The idea of regenerating the Re­ 
publican party is, in onr judgment, a 
dream which caDnot be accomplished. The 
Democracy can be counted upon to render 
its corrupt.on aud imbecility manifest in 
much less than two years. But the people 
will not wait so long for representation and 
reform. They will take the matter iu 
hand themselves, and the sterling elements 
of both the old parties wili unite to sweep 
away the decrepit remains of tfcose organi­ 
zations. 
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CALIFORNIA. 
The H o rticultu ral Convention — gerund 
Day. 
San J ose, November 15 h.—At the Hor­ 
ticultural Convention this morning a letter 
was read fiom Wm. Felix Gillet, of Nevada 
City, cl,lining that the extermination of in- 
eect pests is both nece sary and practicable. 
Ah essay by W. J. Jessup was read on the 
importation of hew varieties, and why it 
should be stopped. He claimed that nearly 
all the insect pests iu California had been 
imported, inalu’.iug the phylloxera, woolly 
f. pis and the cottony cushion scale, to which 
would be added, if importation was not 
stopped, tho curculio and the black kuot. 
The advantages r.i introducing improved 
varieties could ba better secured by means of 
seedlings raised here, under the most favor­ 
able conditions in the world for improvement 
os to soil and climate. The honey bee is 
maids most valuable helper as nature’s great 
hybridiz-.r. He believed that we are indebted 
to the bee for ail our finest chance >cedlings 
Even the beat importations comes from cli 
mates entirely different. They therefore lose 
vitality iu acelimatizvtion. 
A discussion fallowed. 
Haines, of Santa Clare, concurred with the 
speaker, but said it would be difficult to pre­ 
vent importations legally. Unless the pests 
were deterred we must educate the people. 
Hatch stated that experience ii sgiicst the 
advantage of imported trees, and related aa 
instance showing the costliness of cheap im­ 
portations. Professor Dwineile related the 
effective action in Riverside, in not only 
practically prohibiting infected stock, but 
stock from iufecteil distric’s, hy means uf a 
Committee of Safety, which bought and 
burned all suspicions imoortations. 
The 
State Board wanted legislation absolutely 
forbidding importations, but lawrers said it 
would be unconstitutional. The railroad 
lines will co-operate with the executive officer 
of the Board in the strict enforcement of the 
quarantine against infected stock. He stated 
that legislation in Connecticut on cattle, and 
iu Iowa on hogs, gives ample powers. In 
Iowa it gives authority to seiz3 and destroy 
hogs coming from infected districts in or out 
of the State. 
Wm. Johnston said the California laws 
were as effective as these cf Connecticut. 
Holt of Riverside said not an orange or­ 
chard in San Bernardino county had the red 
scale, which of itself spread veiy slowly, be­ 
ing only pr pigated by people carrying 
oranges from i.ifec’ed orchards to other parts. 
One orchard in L-s Angeles county has it. 
He detailed the determined and decisiva ac­ 
tion of the Riverside ¡ eobla to prevent the 
possibility of importing pests, and proposed 
resolutions against importations, which were 
sul-sequ ntiy debated and pissed. 
Owens of Santa Cruz claimed that public 
sentiment alone, however decided, could not 
stop the injurious importations without a law 
to give it point. 
Briton of rfauta Clara said the most de­ 
tractive scale bu.-s here were not imported, 
because they could not exist io very low 
temperature. Many shrubs and plants breed 
them. A law to be effective sh ould reach 
these. The Santa Clara strawberry men had 
been hunting ten years fur a variety to take the 
place of the old Longworth; had epont 
Í1U0.000 in importing varieties for lhai pur­ 
pose. No strawberries originated here of any 
use. It did not pay growers to attempt rais­ 
ing new varieties. There should be a pre­ 
mium on success therein to stimulate the 
effort. 
Stoddard of Santa Clara found no im­ 
portations infected. California has worse 
pests than anywhere else. Summer irriga­ 
tion pr. duced pesta. He nevor Bold irrigated 
trees. 
A. 1?. Prior related his experience iu 
hybridiziog cr grafting apricots. 
YVhen 
grafted on peach traes they did not last es 
well as if grafted on apricot stock ; had hy­ 
bridized potatoes, producing superior varie­ 
ties ; sent them to the Agricultural Depart­ 
ment, aud the same kind cams back here as 
Eastern under a new name and at u high 
price. 
Dr. Chapin said in this valley apricots 
grafted on peach stock did well, but not on 
wet land. He concurred with Britton in 
shrubs being breeders of the scale pests, ss 
iu the Oak Hill Cemetery at San Jose, where 
they can be shoveled up, aud are so thick on 
some fence posts that they look as if painted 
red.Mr. Asher found scales iu the coffee plant 
and others he received from the Agricultural 
Department at Washington, which raised the 
question, How shall we educate the edu­ 
cators ? 
Professor Dwineile, in reply to statements 
that tfce curcnlio could not be imported here 
because of the cold, said we had now the 
Southern route, and iu winter a very tough 
little beetle, looking like dry adobe, crawls 
into the crevices. We have probably been 
importing them twenty years. He attributed 
their non-appearance here to dry summers, 
which are uncongenial to it. The ecales 
came from Australis. Hence Mr. Holt’s 
resolu'ion is not broad enough. In 
Oregon 
there _ is a 
strong feeling 
against importations from infected California. 
Yet their orchards i5ok as if burned—an ap­ 
pearance caused by the prevalence of the 
aphis. It is a mistake to suppose the cur- 
culio is confined to the plntn. There is cur- 
culio for apples and for peaches. He believed 
we can legally exterminate the pests. 
Mr. Houston recently arrived at Napa 
from the East. He believed disinfection pre­ 
ferable to prohibition. 
Mr. Holt’s resolutionp, adopted as amend­ 
ed, were as follows: 
Resolve<i. That the. importation of nursery stock 
from the Eastern States or foreign countries is a 
dangerous practice, and should receive the severest 
condemnation of the people of the State. 
Resolved, Thai as individuals we will not purchase 
such trees, and will use all the influence we possess 
to discourage the purchase of such trees by others. 
Dr. Chapin read an exhaustive essay, de­ 
tailing the labor and cost of extirpating the 
codling moth in apple orchards. His method 
was to put a band about six or eight inches 
iu breadth once around the tree, and fastened 
on the upper part of the band by a large­ 
headed oval tin carpet tack. This band stops 
the worm in its ascent. During the past sea­ 
son, extending from July 10th to October 
21st, he gathered 3,030 larva, at a cost for 
labor of 530 00. Of the total yield i f 825 
h.xea, only about two and nice-tenths per 
cent, were infected. H i was slso careful to 
gather up windfalls, and boil ail tho fmis at 
o ca which was liable to be in the lea-t in­ 
fected. He also picked off infected fruit from 
the trees, tne c-st of which was included in 
the above sam Ou Novemle* 8,h, after a 
careful examÍDati n, he found 21 larva in the 
crotches of a tree. He uses lye in wi .ter, 
and wha’e oil soap and sulphur at any time, 
l'nslosses from the codling m >th iu many 
orchards are fifty, seven: y five and even 
ninety per cent. He k iows it is practicable 
and paying to ex'irpxte those pests, but it 
w ir.ld cost much less ware ail rompelied by 
law to do it than for one man,' eurr -uuded by 
neighbors who will not take measures to that 
eud.Mr. Williams, of Fresno, had spcc mens of

The new process is to make cheese 
out of milk that has had all the cream 
taken off, and then fixed up so as to pass 
for cream cheese. 
The plan is to set the 
milk and take the cream off for butter, or 
other purposes, and then enrich this im­ 
poverished Qjiik by adding aDy fatty sub­ 
stance, such as butterine, oleomargarine or 
auy oil which is not rank enough to make 
an unpleasaut flavor. 
Now comes the 
swindle! 
This bogus mixture is turned 
out in competition with genuine cream 
cheese. 
This should be remedied by strin­ 
gent laws against adulteration of food—un­ 
less it is properly branded and sold as 
“ adulterated food.” 
The Dayton Times says: 
Tho cattle 
disease, blackleg is caused by a small 
cane-shaped parasite which 
enters the 
blood usually through the digeetive organs. 
This animalcule was not at fi-st supposed 
to be dangerous to man, but it is of a very 
low order and changes its habits of life 
readily. 
A few cases have occurred in the 
East, where men became the victims of the 
disease eitfter through eating the meat of 
diseased animals or by accidental contact. 
The disease has been prevalent among the 
cattle ia the Southern part of the State, 
acd a number of Indians in the agricult* 
ural valleys are suffering from something 
which greatly resembles blackleg. 
The 
anthrax parasite was discovered in the 
blood of a mao who died with symptoms 
similar to the bLckleg, and there is scarce* 
ly a doubt that what is now affecting the 
Indians is the same malady, as they have 
been eating freely of the meat of Cattle 
which were infected.

Moses Heller has been appointed assignee 
of Isaac Elias, an insolvent debtor, by 
Judge Halsey, with bond fixed at 31,000. 
The probate of the will of Antoine An- 
stett, one of the proprietors of the Phila­ 
delphia Brewery, has been granted. The 
property is worth 37,500. 
Michael Slattery, who tried to carve his 
companions in a pedro game in a Point 
Lobos avenue salcoo about a month ago, 
h a s been held to answer by Judge R ix , 
with bail set at $1,000. 
William Gorman, John Phillips, Isaac 
Lekapay, Jerry McCarthy, Patrick Mc­ 
Carthy and Fred. Peterson, ail Industrial 
School escapes, have been held by Judge 
Rosenbaum to answer for felony in break­ 
ing from their jaiL 
The steam whaler Orea is rapidly near­ 
ing completion at Yallejo-street wharf. 
Her companion vessel, Bowhead, is dis­ 
charging a cargo of oil and bone at the 
same wharf. 
Of the Arctic fleet, twenty- 
one whalers have already arrived, the ma­ 
jority of which have decked for the pur­ 
pose of discharging cargo. 
John McAdoo, arrested some time ago 
for assault to murder, for having ehot and 
wounded James Anderson at his residence, 
Ko. 25 Twenty-third street, was, after a 
{ 
partial examination in the Police Court, re­ 
eased from custody on filing a bond in the 
sum of 32,000. 
Tuesday, when the case 
was called, he failed to put in an appear­ 
ance, and a bench warrant was issued for 
his arrest. 
Sumpter E. Doggett, who killed Robert 
Sheridan on the 11th day of November, 
1881, in a room on Stockton street during 
a fight over an abandoned woman, for 
which he was convietcd of manslaughter 
and sentenced to the State Prison for three 
and a half years, was granted a new trial 
by the Supreme Court Tuesday, because 
certain instructions to the jury asked for 
by the defendant were not given by the 
Court below. 
The body of an unknown man found in 
bed at 533 Commercial street on Monday 
afternoon has been identified as that of 
Michael Fitzpatrick, a boiler-makcr, who 
was shot in the neck in an affray in China­ 
town some months since. 
When he was 
discharged from the County Hospital, a 
few day 8 ago, the wound was still unhealed 
outwardly, and for tome time it was 
thought it had caused his death. 
An au­ 
topsy, however, showed that death resulted 
from pneumonia. 
The deceased was a 
native of New York and 3S years of age. 
Rose Agüero, a Mexican woman, wife or 
mistress of Felippe Agüero, living in South 
San Francisco, on Tenth avenue, was as­ 
saulted by Felippe Tuesday afternoon. At 
that hour she ran into the house of a 
neighbor, screaming, and told them that 
her husband was drunk and had attempted 
to murder her, ¡beating her on the head 
with a soda-water bottle, and, pulliog up 
her clothes, had tried io inflict a wound on 
her person with a razor. 
Felippe was ar­ 
rested by officers Eastman and O'Connell 
and charged at the south district station- 
house with an assault with a deadly 
weapon. 
The woman presented a terrible 
sight. 
One eye was closed completely, the 
chin was covered with a plaster, which, 
when removed, disclosed a gash, and there 
were several severe cuts on the back of her 
head. 
Her face, on one side, was consid­ 
erably- swollen. 
At the meeting of the Geographical So­ 
ciety of the Pacific Coast Tuesday evening, 
the Secretary, C. Mitchell Grant, read a 
paper on the discovery of America by the 
Norsemen. 
He said that it could not be 
determined with certainty at what part of 
the American coast they landed, but from 
the data which we possess it is fair to as­ 
sume that their first landing was at Nan- 
tncket, one degree south of Boston, the 
second in Nova Scotia, and the third in 
Newfoundland. 
General George W. Cul­ 
len, Vice-President of the New York Geo­ 
graphical Society, made a short address, in 
which he gave reasons for believing that 
the tower of Nantucket was not a relic of 
the Norsemen, but a mill which had been 
erected. 
He also related the progress the 
Geographical Society in New York had 
made, untill now it had a membership of 
1,500. 
He hoped that the Society which 
had been organized here would be as suc­ 
cessful. 
Judge Peabody, also of New 
York, made a few remarks.

An action has been filed in the United
